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DIPHTHERIA. 

A Radical Ouro for tho Insidious 
Disoaso. 

(St, Paul Pioneer Press, Feb. 27.) 

Dr. H. P. Gauthior, of St. Paul, has 
an article in the last number of the 
Chicago Medical Review, which, by rea- 
son of the prevalence of diphtheria in 
this section, is of peculiar interest juat 
now. The article is as follows : 

While at Natchez, Miss., in tho 
early part of 18(55, I was led, through 
my experience with an epidemic then 
and there prevalont, to adopt the treat- 
ment I now propose to describe. For 
some years subsequent to my return to 
Illinois, I treated all the casos I en- 
countered (fifty in number) with com- 
plete success by the same means, and I 
have since treated about 156 cases 1 all 
with the same satisfactory result, ex- 
cept in two instances, where death 
occurred, tho patients being almost 
moribund when coming undei treat- 
ment. Previous to the adoption of the 
present mode of treatment, my results 
wore by no means as satisfactory, the 
tliseaxe proving fatal in at least one- 
third tho whole number of cases. The 
treatment which has proven so success- 
ful in my hands is as follows: The 
patient is ordered tincture of iodine in 
ten or twelve drop doses every hour, 
well diluted with water, so long as the 
fever lasts, subsequently reducing it to 
ten drops every two and finally every 
three hours; local applications of the 
drug are made use of at the same time. 
These latter should be made by tho 
physician himself at least twice a day. 
For internal use I give, latterly, the 
decolorized tincture; bread and starchy 
articles of diet are at the same time 
useil in abundance. Such is my treat- 
ment. 

Making Fortunes.

"Have you any single men in Chicago 
who has made mdney in the business 
he first started into?" "Have we? 
Let's see; let's see. Yes; we have. I 
know a man on State street who went 
into the whiskey business twenty years 
ago, has stuck right to it, and in worth 
$100,000. If he'd only been sharp 
enough to turn round after ten years 
and open an undertaker's shop, and 
buried his customers, he'd now be a 
millionaire !" — Chicago Times.

Domestic, 

To Cook Bkkts. — A writer in the 
New York Evening Post gives the re- 
cipe — with reasons : 

One of the most satisfactory ways to 
cook beets is to bake them ; when boil- 
ed, even if their jackets are left on, a 
great deal of the best part of the beet 
is dissolved and so lost ; it will, of 
course, take a little longer to bake than 
to boil them, but this is no objection ; 
allow from fifteen to twenty minutes 
more for baking ; slice them and heat 
as you would if they were boiled. One 
nice way to serve them is to chop them 
fine. After they are-cooked season with 
pepper, salt and butter. 

Omelet. — Beat lightly two eggs, and 
stir in one tablespoonful of milk and 
quarter of a teaspoonful of salt. Heat 
the omelet pan very hot, put into it 
half a tablespoonful of butter, and 
when it is melted turn in the beaten 
eggs ; set on tho fire ; shake the pan 
until the eggs become creamv ; cook 
until a light brown ; then fold "tho ome 
let and servo on a hot dish. This is 
tho foundation for all omelots. Ham, 
mushrooms, lobster, oysters or chickens 
may be chopped and laid between the 
folds. The omelet may also be rolled. 
Epicures prefer that the eggs should not 
be beaten very much, but some want 
them very light indeed, and beat the 
yolks and whites separately. Omelets 
fequiro an intensely hot fire, and should 
bo served hot. The difficulty in mak- 
ing omelets for a small family is that 
they are usually required to bo largo 
enough for several persons, while at a 
hotel they are made for one only. 
Oniellette aux Herbea Fines ; or, Sa- 
vory Omelet: One teaspoonful of chop- 
ped parsley or chives, and some like a 
little onion, mixed with the beaten egg 
before cooking. Use raw oysters for 
oyster omelet, and mix chopped chick- 
en with cream sauce. In cooking ome- 
lets, shaking the pan over the fire ia 
very essential, and to do it properly is 
quite a knack to acquire.

THE FUTURE ENGINE. 

After the telephone and the electric 
light what ia there left to be discovered 
or invented of h surprising character 1 
In point of fact the public mind is pre 
pared for any scientific revolution. Old 
• things are passing away, indeed, and 
the world is progressing towards perfec 
tion with a rapidity that a short timo 
ago would have been startling. The 
latest invention, which bids fair to su- 
persede all motors now in use, is tl 
much-ridiculed Keely Motor. It 
claimed that with a glass of water in a 
steel cylinder sufficient power is gener- 
ated to drivo a locomotive from New 
York to Philadelphia; and that a 
bucket of water will propel a steamboat; 
across the Atlantic. The statement 
seems incredible ; but not more incred- 
ible than Professor Bell's statement 
that ho could cause a man's voice to be 
heard 1000 miles distant. Now the 
telephone is in every place of business 
(or ought to be) in Victoria and the 
smallest child uses it without difficulty. 
Why should not Keely with his motor 
have a chance to be heard 1 It strikes 
the popular mind as an absurdity bo- 
cause, if a reality, it ia revolutionary ; 
because it upsets many of the accept- 
ed theories of scientific men; and be- 
cause it develops a "principle" which 
science has said cannot possibly exist. 
A few days ago, in Philadelphia, a large 
body of prominent engineers and others 
assembled on the second floor of 
building to witness .experiments with 
the new motor. The account says : — 

"When tho visitors, almost complotoly 
filling tho front room, had been seatod 
they saw beforo them an odd-looking ma- 
chine, built of steel, that shone like 
mirror. The only description possiblo to 
give, without an illustration to accompany 
it, is that it is wholly unlike any other 
collection of globes and tubos that has 
over been exhibited. The first act was 
to remove every cock and tubo ostensibly 
to show that the apparatus was empty 
Lights were placed underneath it, and 
the visitors were invited to look 
into and through the various chain 
bers. All tho plugs and attachments 
having been replaced, one of the company 
drew a glass of water from tho hydrant 
and poured tho contents in half a dozen 
funnel topped tubes, and in exactly 
twenty-nine seconds a force was generated 
sufficient to raiso a six-foot levor (one 
inch fulcrum), upon which were hung 700 
pounds of iron. Tho prossuro was assert- 
ed to be 15,000 pounds to the Bquaro 
inch. The vapor said to create this pres 
sure was then stored in a steel cylinder 
about thirty inches Jong and five inches 
thick, through the centre of which i3 
stretched a pieco of piano wiro. Tho 
vapor thus confined was thon further 
"vivifiod" by cxtornal vibrations of great 
energy obtained from a tuning-fork of im- 
mense size. This done, a long tubo, of 
very constrictod orifice, was attached to 
this steel chamber to form tho connection 
with the ongino in the roar room. Thith- 
er, then, . all tho visitors moved. Tho 
ongine is called a "compound" one, which 
ia explained to mean that "it can bo 
worked with equal etfect by positivo or 
negative energy." After a few cocks had 
been opened the "spirophone" contained 
in ono of tho drums began to roar, and 
the shaft carrying a belt wheel began to 
revolve with great velocity. Tho whirring 
sound (much resembling tho rising of a 
flock of quail) gradually became regular 
and harmonious, and tho engino settled 
down to a regular speed of about sixty 
revolutions por minute. Some curious 
experiments wore then made to exhibit 
what was denominated "vibratory on- 
ergy." The revolutions of tho engine 
were increased or diminished at will by 
Mr. Keely striking an iron disc or gigan- 
tic tuning fork or drawing a bow over a 
tightly stretchod steel wire. The chango 
from the negative to tho positivo "energy" 
was made, resulting in an almost instan- 
tanoous rovcrsal of tho. ongino. This 
reversal, Mr. Keely declared, could 
bo mado at the very highest volocity 
without breaking anything. A brake, 
specially made with wooden lining, was 
then applied to tho belt wheel with a 
loverage of five feet, and "tho weight of 
two of the heaviest of the party, but no 
perceptible diminution in the speed re- 
sulted. Many other strange experiments 
with tho vapor gun and other appliances 
of tho alleged invention wero given, after 
which tho party separated."

British' Columbia Abroad, 

The following lottor to a Now York pa- 
per is from a gentleman who, although not 
a long resident of- this city, is protty gen- 
erally and favorably known. Such com- 
munications in the New York press and 
to papors published in othor largo citios 
east will prove of incalculable benefit to 
this city and province 

Victoria, 13. C, April 11th, 18S1. 
To the Editor tif the Hebrew Leader: — 
Tho short poriod of my residence hero 
does not allow mo to go very fully into a 
description of this distant spot on terra 
firma. Nevertheless there is so much of 
interast to your readers and attraction to 
men of commercial enterprise that I send 
a pioneer letter by this mail to open tho 
way for Eastorn pooplo to seo for thom- 
solvos the immense opportunities available 
for business and tho field for an unlimited 
population. 

Vancouver has been regarded as an iso- 
lated spot of rigorous temperature — an is- 
land of wintry blasts and Alaskan solitude, 
inhabitod by tribes of Indians debasod in 
character and cruel by instinct ; but theso 
aro fabrications and are not consistent 
with the character of British Columbia. 
Tho island of Vancouver, situated on the 
northwestom shores of the American con- 
tinent, and separated from it by tho strait 
of Juan do Fuca and tho Gulf of Georgia, 
has an aroa of about throo hundred miles 
in length by an average width of thirty 
miles, possessing harbors, bays and islands 
innnmorablo. The climate is auporb, bo 
ing fresh, bright and invigorating, and 
the scenery is of a grand and imposing 
character, affording large vistas of moun- 
tain, land and water. Directly opposite 
Victoria we see the great Olympian range 
of mountains, stretching in silent majesty 
along tho shores of the continent, until in 
the far distance tho eyo rests upon Sit. 
Baker, clothed "with a robe of rocks, in 
a throno of clouds and a diadem of snow. 
This grand sentinel of the western conti- 
nent iB a volcano, which, in tho oral tra- 
ditions of Indian loro, has sent out furi- 
ous fires and. vomited forth clouds of mol- 
ten scoria. Now, however, it slumbers in 
solemn silence. 

The city of Victoria, with a population, 
chiefly composed of Canadians and Eng- 
lish, of eight thousand, is admirably lo- 
cated for commerce, and tho adjoining 
harbor of Esquimalt is tho rendezvous for 
H. B. Majesty's fleet forthePacific squad- 
ron, now away at tho scones of tho trou- 
bles in Chili and Peru. Strange as it may 
appear— when it is borno in mind that 
tho forty-ninth parallel of northern lati- 
tude runs but a few mile3 north of this 
city — there are no extremes of cllmaie, 
and all the floral kingdom of England ap- 
pears to bo indigenous. Thus wo find tho 
fields clothed at this season with tho dai- 
sy, the buttercup and wild flowers, and 
the hedges with hawthorn, while labur- 
num trees with their golden showers are 
in ovory gardon. 

Tho great diversity of mercantile pur- 
suits cauacs tho population to be hetero- 
geneous in its character and it partakes 
largely of tho nature in which maritime 
interests and industries aro concerned. 
The groat fish canning establishments on 
Fraser river on tho Mainland demand 
constant intercourse and freight, and the 
transportation of coal and tho various 
mining operations, at distant localities 
servo to givo employment to steamers and 
Bailing vossels ofallkinds. 

The class of merchants is of a high grade, 
and in most instances representative hous- 
es of London or of Canada. 1 will givo 
you such rapid resume of somo of the lead- 
ing intorosts as will bo useful to your 
readers ; nioro especially to thoso of an 
enterprising nature, who may contem- 
plate devoting their attention and their 
unemployed capital to business here, as 
no better field can be offered for Ameri- 
can ontorpriso and industry, it boing for 
tho want of a certain vital energy alone 
that British Columbia ia not to-day larger 
and nioro powerful than alio i3. An in- 
flux of Americans would be received with 
ovory hospitable welcome and encourage- 
ment, as the people are essentially of a 
hospitablo character'; something reserv- 
ed, perhaps, as their characteristic, but 
roady to recognize any respectable peo- 
ple who come to live within their bor- 
ders.

ARIZONA.

The mob 
hearing of his departure followed the 
sheriff and his prisoner and attempted 
to secure Floyd, but tho sheriff held 
them at bay until the arrival of the 
train and with the assistance of a posse 
he got Floyd on the train and brought 
him to Tucson for safe keeping. The 
killing was cold blooded, and without 
any justification. 

CALIFORNIA. 
Has Marcial, May 18. — -The out- 
ward bound stage of tho Pioneer Line 
was stopped by two masked men 20 
miles southwest of here about noon yes- 
terday. They advanced with their 
guns aimed at the driver, Pete Bon 
nelly, and both shot as they called to 
him to stop. Chas. McCorkey, one of 
the proprietors of the stage line, and 
W. H. Boody, a passenger, were on the 
top of the stage near the driver. On 
Beeing the desperadoes they drew Win- 
chester rifles and fired, knocking down 
both robbers. One laid still. The 
other raised himself three times, trying 
to shoot at the driver, but he was 
quieted by a second ball from McCor- 
key. McCorkey then fastened a paper 
on one of them, on which was written, 
" A failureon the part of stage robbers." 
The stage being fuil the robbers were 
left as they fell and the stage driven to 
Black Range. To-day the bodies wen; 
brought to this place, where they now 
lie. Some Mexican stole the boots off 
one of the dead robbers. They had 
nothing on their persons by which they 
could be identified. Both are hard- 
looking customers. It is thought they 
belong to a gang of horse thieves, a 
part of whom were arrested with stolen 
horses in their poshessijn, but bought 
off the Mexican justice and were ac- 
quitted.

ADDITIONAL PROM TAK0T7. 
TJao Country Under Doop Snow. 

NO PLACE FOR A POOR MAN AT PRESENT- 

Amongst the passengers by tho steamer 
\V. G. Hunt frum Nanaimo yesterday 
were Messrs. TP. A. Parke, J. H. Jackson, 
Victor Furnbach, 11. L. Hobort t'rom Ta- 
kou. These gentlemen went up to look 
at tiio country and examine quartz lodes. 
They were at Takou sinco the 27th March. 
Tho snow was then very deep. A trail 
was made through tho snow to tho head 
of Gold Creok. Tho quartz lodes are dis- 
tant 4 miles from Harrisburg. Tho Pilz 
and Fuller locations were 10 or 15 feet 
beneath the snow, which was cleared off. 
The character of the quartz is galena with 
gold, i'iio pally made iiu assays, uilt se- 
cured several sacks of tho ore which they 
will submit for assay at San Francisco. 
Tho Fuller is four feet in thickness and 
the samples show very little free gold. 
The Pilz ledgo is five feet in thickness. 
Tho ledges are located in grey slate — the 
country rock. In tho Fullor lodgo thcro 
is a. quartz streak of two feet, then four 
feet of slato and two feet of quartz. Tho 
pitch of tho ledges is about 80 deprroos. 
Soveral ledges have been found on Gold 
Creek and others between Gold and Sheep 
Creeks on tho south and Gold and Sal- 
mon Creeks on the north. These creeks 
are all small and easily reached. At tho 
head of Gold Creek is a spot which is call- 
ed Silver Bow Basin. Hero placor gold 
prospect have boon discovered and the lo- 
cality staked out for Bomo miles. Some 
of these claims aro 14 or 15 foot under 
snow. About 250 men are in the country. 
Commander Glass, of the U. S. man of 
war Jamestown, has declared martial law 
at Harrisburg and proclaimed himself gov- 
ernor. It appears that claims that had 
beon staked out for Commander Glass 
and others on tho Jamestown were jump- 
ed and tho miners charge that martial 
law is proclaimed for tho purpose of dis- 
possessing the new holders by force of 
arms. The country is staked off by men 
who have no money to develop the mines 
and results must therefore be retarded. 
No man unless possessed of ample moans 
should go to Takou at present. 

Mr. Thomas King, a well known prospect- 
or, went up in tho Grappler on tho 27th 
April and reached Takou in three days 
from Wrangel in a canoe. They landed 
at Harrisburg where there aro ten or 
twelve log houses and 150 men. Thcro 
was no snow at tho town; but half-a-mile 
back the snow lay thickly on tho ground. 
No one could prospect. Thoro were twp 
men on one of the seams who were get 
ting out rock, many specimens of which 
wero brought to Victoria and will be as- 
Bayed at San Francisco. Tests of the 
placer diggings had been made. One 
party worked 950 buckets and got 88. 
Canons and mountains aio rocky and pre- 
cipitous and offer very little encourage- 
ment to minors. A party wore working 
at tho mouth of a gulch on Douglas Isl- 
and opposite Harrisburg; but wero not do- 
ing well.

Contempt of Court. — The organ has 
committed what elsewhere is considered a 
gravo offence. It represents tho Chief Jus- 
tice as saying on Tuesday that "The Col- 
onist, in its random way of getting some- 
thing new managed to publish something 
that was not true, and when it did ob- 
tain something that was true it invariably 
followed that it wasn't now. " The inor- 
dinate capacity of the Standard for un- 
truth renders it scarcoly necessary that 
we should deny tho correctness of the 
quotation. No sensiblo person can pos- 
sibly be brought to believo that Sir M. 
B. Begbie made the remark or that he 
could be guilty of plagiarism in adopting 
as his own a boil mot which originated 
with Lord Macauhiy. The Chief Justice 
on Tuesday, in commenting upon a typo- 
graphical error in a dale, quotod and pro- 
perly credited a remark of Macaulay who, 
in reviewing a certain book, rcmarked- 
"That which is new is not true, and that 
which is true is not now." This woll 
known quotation tho organ distorts and 
applies to The Colonist relying upon the 
ignorance of its few readers, and the fact 
tliat the Chief Justico is not a reader of 
its columns, to escape criticism.

Tho learned Judges took thoir seats at 
11:6 a.m. 

WITHDRAWN. _ 

Mr. McElmen for tho prisoner James 
Kelly alias Ryan withdrew his objection 
to the finding of the jury on tho indict- 
ment. Ho merely wished to point out to 
tho learned Chief Justico that his client 
was convicted of a common assault only.* 
Tho prisoner would therefore throw him- 
self on the mercy of tho court. 

Tho Chief Justico remarked that tho 
jury had acquitted Kelly on the charge of 
robbery, but they had found him guilty of 
a common assault which was not connect- 
ed with the allegation of felony. Tho as- 
sault though committed in concert with 
another man must bo taken as an indivi- 
dual case and dealt with accordingly. 

Mr. McElmen was aware that ho had 
no right to be heard just then. Iii3 re- 
marks were intended only to mitigate tho 
sentence. 

Of the 20 prisoners whoso names ap- 
peared on tho docket at tho commence- 
ment of the assizes only seven wero con- 
victed. Nino wero tried and acquitted. 
A nolle prosequi was entered in throe 
cases and in the remaining one tho bill 
was thrown out by the Grand Jury. The 
seven prisoners found guilty were now 
placed in tho dock for sentence. 

Tho first one called up was 

CLAUDIO HERNANDEZ Olt CLOUDY. 

Tho Chief Justico asked the prisoner 
who is a Kanaka what ho had to say for 
himsolf. Cloudy, whoso English is very 
imperfect, had nothing to say. 

Supt. of Provincial Police Todd in re- 
ply to the Chief Justico said that but 
litllo was known about tho prisoner till 
ho was picked up last fall and lodged in' 
ttaol on this offence. 

His Lordship spoko of tho uneasiness 
which was prevalent on the part of houso- 
keopers and •merchants when robbories of 
this kind are numerous. This case would 
have to bo severely doalt with in tho in- 
terest of society. He again took occasion 
to compliment (he police force on thoir 
promptitude in bringing this ollendor to 
justico. Tho robbery was committed 
about 5 a.m. and in an hour all tho stolen 
property consisting of a watch and jewelry 
wero recovered and tho thief lodged in 
gaol. Tho robbery was an impudent one 
and had been fully brought homo to tho 
prisoner Hfi would spiitenrn him to one 
yoar s imprisonment with hard labor. 

EDWARD SACK 

was next brought forward. He also had 
nothing to say. 

The Chief Justice remarked that this 
was a case of petty larcony on board a 
stoamer. In the interests of captains, 
consignors and consignees he would deal 
severely with it. Tho goods stolon wero 
not of much value, but thoy had been 
thrown about in an open manner after be- 
ing stolen. The prisoner, as a warning to 
others, would be sentenced to 18 months' 
imprisonment with hard labor. 

Tho next prisoner called on was 

Fr.ED. BAFTISTE 

who had nothing to say in reply to his 
Lordship's interrogatory. 

Tho learned Chief Justico was sorry for 
tho prisoner. Ho had previous to this 
offenco borno a good character for honesty 
and sobriety. Ho had for a long time 
been in a position of trust and responsi- 
bility and in an evil hour ho had yielded 
to temptation and takon a largo sum of 
money. Ho knew he had taken it; but 
it had done him no good whatever. Ho 
had not enjoyed a dollar of it, as not a 
cent had been used by him. Tho crime 
was a very serious ono against society 
in genet al and would have to be punished 
accordingly. It was the prisoner's duty 
to have protected tho passengers onboard 
tho steamer and to see that no one mo- 
lested them orstolo from them. His duty 
was to give the prisoner three years in the 
ponitontiary. 

JAMES KELLY ALIAS RYAN, 

The prisoner expressed himself as being 
entirely innocent of the charge, and re- 
minded the court that he had already 
suffered six months' imprisonment. 

His Lordship did not believo him to bo 
innocent of tho charge, neither did tho 
jury. 

An inquiry was then made of Supt. 
Todd as to tho character of tho prisoner. 
In reply Mr. Todd stated that ho was cno 
of a gang of seven oroight bad characters. 
Ono of the gang had served a term in 
the state prison in Calfornia. Kelly had 
also been in prison. 

This imputation the prisoner indignant- 
ly denied. 

Tho Chief Justico informed tho prisoner 
that if he had been found guilty of tho 
wholo offence a very heavy sentence would 
have been imposed upon him. It was all 
right for him to try and make people be- 
lieve that ho was innocent. Tho jury had 
acquitted him of tho more serious offence 
and as he had been in gaol for six months 
he would sontence him for tho assault to 
twolve months' imprisonment with hard 
labor commencing from to-day. 

After these four prisonors wero re- 
moved from the dock, the Crown prosecu- 
tor informed his Lordship that in the case 
of Ah Jim ho had concluded to enter 
a nolle prosequi as tho Chinaman had not 
refused to pay school tax but had only in- 
terfered with the collector in his endeavor 
to collect the tax from others. It was ac- 
cordingly withdrawn. The case of Ah 
Quong for murder in 1879 was similarly 
dealt with as there was no fresh evidence; 
and the principal witness had told several 
different stories. The man had been in 
gaol 20 months and he would therefore 
ask for his discharge. Tho prisoner was 
tlion liberated. 

AH TOY. 

The only Chinaman convicted out of 
seven indicted was noxt ordered to stand 
forward. 

His Lordship, in describing this case, 
said that the prisoner had been found se- 
creted in a house, having entered by 
tho front door during tho evening, Tho 
family had boon disturbed and the pro- 
prietor had found that tho goods had 
been removed ready for being carried 
away. The prisoner had made prepara- 
tions for leaving the premises, but as he 
had not broken out the offence was not 
ono of burglary. Sentenced to three years 
in the penitentiary. 

JOU.VN'Y LEON. 

Mr. T. Davio, for tho prisoner, asked 
tho learned Chief Justice to boar in mind 
in passing sentence the suddenness of tho 
temptation to which ho had boen expos- 
ed, and to the fact of his having volun- 
tarily given up tho money and without 
giving trouble had returned to this city 
when there might have been great diffi- 
culty in making him come. Also, that he 
had already been nino months in gaol. 

His Lordship would only inflict such a 
sentence as he considered necessary in 
the interests of the public at large. The 
prisoner's early education had been de- 
fective and he had not realized the fact 
that it was a crime to steal from a thief. 
He had evidontly been enjoying himself 



at Seattle, and his giving up so large a 
sum of money and coming back without 
any trouble was a proof that he did not 
consider himself guilty of a crime. But 
guilty he is, though not so dangerous a 
criminal as Freddy. On those grounds 
and in consideration of his having beon 
nino months in gaol, he should only bo 
sentenced to ono day's imprisonment. 

Tho last prisoner called up was 
JAMES SCOTT. 

In reply to the Chief Justico, Supt. 
Todd stated that ho had known the pri- 
soner for 12 years, and that ho was no 
more insane now than ho was when he 
first made his acquaintance. Dr. Hehnc- 
•ken was of opinion that it would bo im- 
possible for two medical men to pronounce 
him crazy and incapable of taking caro of 
himself. 

The prisoner said he had not heard a 
word of what Mr. Todd had said. He 
had never been' in trouble for 10 years 
and was the quietest man on the island. 
He had been trying to make an independ- 
ent living at Sooke. 

Supt. Todd stated that Scott had stab- 
bed :i man in '71 while in a state of intox- 
ication. 

The prisoner said he would nevor do 
the like of what he had been charged 
with. Lie had always been civil to every 
man. 

His Lordship informed the prisoner 
that as ho had only beon convicted of 
common assault ho would be kopt out of 
tho way of intoxicating liquors for twelve 
months, and would therefore not ho sub- 
ject to (its of temporary insanity for that 
length of timo. His sentence was twelve 
months' imprisonment with hard labor. 

Mr. Harrison stated that there was an- 
other case, namely, that of Ah Foo, who 
had not surrendered to his recognizance. 

His Lordship thought that a nolle pro- 
sequi should bo entered. 

Mr. Harrison resumed that it was a 
difficult matter to got witnesses to come 
down to givo evidence, and in this caso 
the Chinaman was indictod for crime. He- 
thought the counsel for tho defence should 
have stated why he did not appear with 
the others in the same caso. 

Mr. Diako explained that the man was 
coming down on tho California and that 
every effort had beon put forth to se- 
cure his attendance. 

Ilia Lordship at some length explained 
the responsibilities which attached to 
giving bail. It was not at all sufficient 
that bail should be forfeited. A prisoner 
while out oil bail is in tho hands of the 
person giving bail. This person is a sort 
of special constable and should see to it 
that tho prisoner is forthcoming whon 
wanted, 

Mr. Harrison said that in view of tho 
verdict given with regard to tho others 
implicated in the offence ho would enter 
a nolle prosequi. 

The Chief Justice remarked that tho 
man could be indicted at the noxt assizes 
if considered advisable. 

This closed tho uBsize business. 
CIVIL CASES. 

The "Thrasher" caso. — Mr. Theodore 
Davie on behalf of tho plaintiffs moved for 
a postponement of tho trial on the ground 
that the principal witness in tho caso, 
Hartley Young, was lying at thopesthouse 
ill from small pox and according to tho 
statement of Dr. Jackson would not bo 
fit to bo at largo for at least a month. 
Mr. Drake, on behalf of tho defendants, 
did not oppose. His Lordship postponed 
tho caso until Monday tho 27th June 
proximo. 

R. It. Clarke v. N. F. Foster and D. 
Ballantino — This was a suit for account. 
Plaintiff alleged tho defendant had un- 
dertaken in Cassiar tho collection of his 
debts and salo of his property and had 
not accounted for the same. The defend- 
ants severed their defences, Mr. Foster 
denying that ho at any time acted as 
plaintiffs agent or received any of his 
money. Ballantine admitted having acted 
under a power of attorney from plaintiff, 
but asserted tho moneys received had 
been duly accounted for. The questions 
in dispute narrowed themselves to two 
points: 1st, Plaintiff was holder of a 
promissory note against the Jolly Boys 
Company, Cassiar. An elocution against 
the claim was levied at suit of a third 
patty. Before the Sheriffs sale Ballan- 
tino having consulted Foster instructed 
Capt. Fitzstubbs to buy the claim in Bal- 
lantino's name which was dune, tho price 
being S130. Tho claim was resold by 
Ballantino in the folio wing spring and the 
net proceeds, some $700, were placed to 
tho general account of Foster & Ballan- 
tino. The evidence was that Ballantino 
informed plaintiff after the purchase and 
before tho resale that ho (Ballantino) had 
made the purchase for plaintiff and tho 
latter had adopted it. Fui'thor, that 
Foster had authorized tho Ballantine 
purchase on plaintiff's behalf and had 
otherwise acted as plaintiffs agent, A3 
to tho second point, Ballantino had re- 
ceived 8250, tho purchase money of plain- 
tiff's saloon in Cassiar, and had paid plain- 
tiff only S.100. Mr. Ballantine asserted 
that as regards this transaction ho was to 
have everything ho could realize on the 
sale beyond §100. The jury found that 
tho purchase of the Jolly Boys claim was 
made on behalf of the plaintiff and that 
tho net proceeds of tho sale (8700) had 
been received by Fostor & Ballantino and 
was duo plaintiff. Tho jury further found 
that tho agreement was that Ballantino 
was entitled to everything he might re- 
alize above the sum nf S100. A decreo 
against tho plaintiffs for account on the 
above footing and as to other matters was 
made by tho Chief Justice accordingly. 
Mr. A, E. B. Davio. instructed by Mr. 
Walls for plaintiff and Mr. J. P. Hctt for 
tho defendants. 

IBetoro Mr. Justice Crease.) 

Goo. Harrison vs. Thos. Johns. — Plain- 
tiff brought suit to recover §1000 dama- 
ges incurred from tho destruction of a 
barn belonging to him at North Saanich 
through tho act of defendant, who, having 
lighted a fire on ' his farm, ne- 
glected to look after the same and tho 
flames spreading sot fire to plaintiffs barn, 
destroying tho barn and contents. 

Judgment for plaintiff in §1000 and 
costs. 

Messrs. Dr.iko & Jackson for plaintiff. 

Nicholson vs. Walsh — This was a suit 
for damages for trespass. Mr. Drake for 
plaintiff; Mr. McElmen for defendant. 
The case was not concluded when tho 
Court rose, 

Liohtnino Drill. — The Tigor Engine 
Co. last ovening, starting with the doors 
of tho house closed, attachod three 
lengths of hoso to tho hydrant at Gos- 
nell's corner and threw a stream 100 feet 
long in 1 minute and 25 Beconds. This is 
quick work. 

The Quarantine Matter. — The pas- 
sengers were landed from tho barquo H. 
Buck yesterday at Albert Head: Four 
specials were sworn in to guard the camp. 
Tho barque will be fumigated and tho 
cargo discharged. 

The Common Jury. — Parties summon- 
ed as jurors are relievod from further at- 
tendance until Friday next at 10 a. m. , 
when tho caso of Richards va. Bradon will 
be callod on.

Coun. Smith seconded. 

The Chairman also regretted that tho 
vote had beon so small ; but he thought 
that ovorybody considered tho election 
was a sure thing, and did not trouble 
themselves about it. Ho was pleased to 
find the majority so largo. 

Tho By-law was road a socond time and 
passed. 

D0O3 AGAIN. 

Coun. Wriglesworth wished to draw tho 
attention of tho Council to tho by-law 
which called on tho Mayor to attend to 
putting impounded dogs out of tho way. 
He would move that tho Council pass a 
resolution empowering Coun. Shakespoaro 
to give instructions with regard to de- 
stroying dogs impounded. 

Seconded and carried. 

FINAL READING. 

It was moved, seconded and carried 
that the Court of Revision By-law bo road 
a socond time and passed. 

SIDEWALKS. 

A numbor of lots delinquent in the 
matter of sidewalks wero thon read out 
by tho clork, upon which the stroot com- 
mittee had reported. 

Movod, seconded and carried that tho 
owners be notified to lay thoir sidewalks. 

On this queetion of sidewalks a letter 
was read from James Murray, complain- 
ing of the oxponse of grading for sido- 
walk and asking that one-half tho ex- 
pense bo refunded him in taxes. 

Referred to Street Committoo with 
power to act. 

TELEPHONE. ' 

Coun. Wriglesworth movod that tho 
finance committee got a telephone con- 
nection with the City Hall. It would bo a 
great convenience and accommodation to 
ratepayers and business men generally. 

Carried unanimously. 

WATER CISTERNS. 

Coun. Smith enquired about tho ton- 
dci-3 for water cisterns. 

The clork informed tho Council that the 
advertisement for lenders would be pub- 
lished in tho morning's Colonxst. 

YATES STREET WARD. 

Coun. Wriglesworth statod that a great 
many complaints had been made to htm 
tbout no work being done in Yates 
street ward. He was afraid that tho cry 
would bo soon that there wero no funds in 
hand to do work with. The. other wards 
were going it strong in spending monoy 
and this ward should not bo forgotten. 

Coun. Vigelius hopod that tho ward 
would not bo overlooked. 

Coun. McLean explained that the con- 
dition of Yates street ward was much in 
advance of the other wards in point of im- 
provomente and no insinuations should 



be thrown out by councillors against the 
streot committee. 

Coun. Vigelius referred to the condition 
of View street. Nothing had yet beon 
done to that street. 

Coun, McLean said that tho streot com- 
mittee would attend to that matter as Boon 
as possible. He contended that justice had 
beon done to Yates stroot ward. 

Coun. Wriglesworth did not throw out 
any insinuations at all about tho way the 
work had been done. Ho had a perfect 
right to mention the matter when com- 
plaints had been mado to him. Ho did 
not mention tho thing in tho spirit that 
had beon attributed to him. 

Coun. Smith considered that Coun. 
Wriglesworth was perfectly right in call- 
ing attontion to the subject. Yates streot 
ward should certainly havo its propor 
sharo of tlio oxpondituro. 

Coun. Kinsman, as a moinber of tho 
street committee, thought there was 
plonty of timo to spend all tho money that 
would ho availablo for public works. He 
favored day work, as much hotter jobs 
woro done than by contract work. 

Coun. Boyd was in favor of tho contract 
system. 

A goneral discussion took place on this 
question of day work or contract work. 

DRAINAGE. 

Coun. Wriglesworth wished to call tho 
attention of the Council to a system of 
drainago for the city. He thought that 
tho city surveyor should bo instructed to 
dovote his spare timo with propor holp in 
getting up a system of sewerage. 

Coun. Smith would not favor tho idoa 
of tho city surveyor been asked to under- 
take such a work. 

Tho matter was finally reforred to the 
survey conimittoe and commissioners. 

Cuuncil then adjourned for two weeks.

At a meetintr of the city council several 
communications wero read— ono, a vory 
lengthy ono indeed, from SirM. B.Begbio, 
anent the water frontages question, tak- 
ing the position that the erecting of build- 
ings on the wharves militated against tho 
interests of lot-owners on Front Btreet. 

A conversation arose as to how and 
when the communication came into the 
hands uf tho Mayor, when it transpired 
that it had been handed to him without 
cover, after having boon hawked about 
the streets for several days — whereat both 
Mayor and Councillors were highly indig- 
nant. Finally tho clerk was instructed 
to reply acknowledging receipt of commu- 
nication and informing Sir M. B. Begbio 
that it would como before tho new coun- 
cil. 

Dodioation of tlio Now Olmrohl at 
Burrard Inlet. 

On Sunday last tho Right Rev. A. W. 
Sillitoe, Lord Bishop of New WestminB- 
tor, conducted the dedication servico of 
tho new church at Hastings Mill, Burrard 
Inlet. At 11 a. m. his lordship dressed 
in his robes and wearing the university 
hood arrived at tho door of tho church, 
where ho was met and proceoded up the 
aisle by tho church committee, viz., MeasrB. 
R. H. Alexander, W. R. Soule, Georgo 
Black, J. Miller and H. Harvey. The de- 
dication servico was then proceeded with, 
tho lessons for the day being road by tho 
Rov. Goo. Ditchctu. Tho singing of the 
choir was excellent, reflecting a great deal 
of credit upon tho organist, Mrs, Mc- 
Cartney, who had taken great pains 
with tho practice. Tho organ, a beautiful 
instrument, was kindly loaned for tho oc- 
casion by Mr. Arthur Sullivan. During 
tho service the lord bishop named tho now 
church "St. James tho Apoatlo," and 
preached an eloquent sermon principally 
dwolling upon the proprioty of embellish- 
ing and beautifying buildings dedicated 
to tho servico of God. A collection in 
aid of tho building fund was afterwards 
takon up and realized the sum of §50.G2i. 
The altar and chancel woro vory beauti- 
fully decorated with flowers by the lady 
residents at the Hastings Mill. The flowers 
wero tho contribution of somo Victoria 
friends. Tho building is a neat structure 
of the gothic style capable of holding 120 
people. It was designed by Mr. Alan 
McCartney upon whose tasto and ability 
it reflects a good deal of credit. Rev. Geo. 
Ditchera is tho clergyman in charge. 

Another Mooting at Now 'Westmin- 
ster. 

According to the Guardian New West- 
minster has held another public mooting 
at which it was resolved, li That wo will 
tako a lesson from tho past, and doublo 
our diligence in the careful selection of 
fit and proper persons to represent us in 
tho City Council at this critical period of 
our existence." It was also resolved, 
" That the meeting considers that tho 
main object for the new municipal coun- 
cil will bo tho subsidizing of a woollen 
mill, or other manufactories, if necessary, 
to be erected within or near to tho city 
limits." A committeo was appointed to 
draft rules for the guidance of the next 
municipal council. 

The Detroit.— On Monday morning it 
was found that the first and second offi- 
cers of tho ship Detroit had loft somotimo 
during tho night taking with thorn ono of 
tho boats belonging to the ship. These 
officers thinking that matters wore getting 
rather warm for them, and dreading Brit- 
ish justice, left for parts unknown. Judg- 
ing from the conversation of somo of the 
crew, it would appear that they have had 
a rough time of it, and been terribly ill- 
treated by tho first and second officers 
during the trip from Valparaiso. One of 
the two officers was in tho habit of carry- 
ing a heavy Blimp; shot attached to his 
wrist.

MUNICIPAL. 



A BY-LAW 

FOR RAISING A MUNICIPAL REVENUE ON 
REAL AND PERSONAL PROPERTY. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR 
and Council of the Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria, as follows: 

1. Tho " Victoria Kovcnuo By-Law, 
187*)," the "Victoria Amendment Reven- 
ue By-Law, 1379," and the "Revenue By- 
Law, 1880," are horeby repealed. 

2. From and after the passage of this 
By-Law tho general Municipal Revenue 
of tho City shall be raised, levied and col- 
lected for the use of tho corporation, from 
such sources as aro hereinafter provided. 

li. There shall bo raised, levied and col- 
lected in each year upon all the Real and 
Personal Proporty mentioned in tho as- 
sessment roll for tho time being in force 
in tho City an equal rate of eight-tenths 
of one per cent, on tho assessed value 
thereof as appears by tho said roll. 

4. Tho aforesaid taxes shall bo due and 
payable by tho person or persona liablo 
fur tho samo to the collector of the Muni- 
cipal Council at bis otlico in the City 
Council Chambers, Victoria, on the first 
day of Juno in each year. 

6. Every person using any of tho trades, 
occupations, professions or business in 
Schedule "A" hereunto annexed particu- 
larly described shall take out a periodical 
licenso for such period as in the said 
Schedule ''A" is sot out, paying thoro- 
foro such periodical sum as is there spe- 
cified, which said sums shall respectively 
be paid in advance to and for the use of 
tho Corporation of the City of Victoria 
and their successors. 

0. No person shall use, practice, carry 
on or exercise any tradu, occupation, pro- 
fession or business in tho said Schedule 
"A" described, or named without having 
taken out and had granted to him, her or 
them a license in that behalf. Tho licen- 
mus lo be granted as aforesaid maybe in 
tho form in Schedule "B" to this By-Law 
and the same aro to bo granted so as to 
terminate on the 30th day of Juno and 
the 31st day of December. 

7. Tho annual taxes mentioned and 
authorized to be assessed, levied and col- 
lected by tho Municipal Council of the 
City of Victoria and by virtue of the 
"Victoria Road Tax By-Law, 1877," and 
the " Victoria Koad Tax Amendment 
By-Law, 1877," and the "Boad Tax 
Amendment By-Law, 1881" shall form 
part of tho general Municipal Revenue 
aforosaid and shall be lovied and assessed 
in addition to all othor rates and taxes. 

8. There shall be assessed, lovied and 
cullected upon and from tho owner uf ev- 
ery dog running at large within tho city 
limits an annual rate uf S2.00 for each 
such dog, and for this purpose the har- 
bourer of any dog for the space of one 
month shall bo deemed the owner thereof. 

9. On payment of any rato under the 
last preceding section the collector of the 
Municipal Council shall furnish the owner 
of tho dog in respect to which such rato 
13 [mid with a receipt and also a tag or 
mark to be attached to a collar placed 
around the neck of such dog. 

10. Tho penalties and procedures for 
enforcing this By-Law shall be those con- 
tained in sections 113 and 115 of tho 
"Municipality Act, 1881." 

11. In tho construction of this By-Law 
in describing or referring to any person 
or party, matter or thing, any word im- 
porting tho masculine gender or singular 
number shall be understood to include 
and shall be applicable tu several persona 
and parties as well as one person or 
party, and females as well as males, and 
bodies corporato as well as individuals, 
several matters or things as well as one 
matter or thing, unless it be otherwise 
provided or there be something in tho 
subject or context repugnant to such con- 
struction. 

12. For the purposeR of this By. Law 
tho term "wholesale trader" shall be 
held to mean every proprietor of an Ex- 
press Office, a Gas Company, every Invest- 
ment and Loan Society, Coal Merchant, 
Lumber dealer, Eur trader, Foundry, 
Warehouseman, and every person who 
sells goods for the purpose of supplying 
other traders, or who advertise as whole- 
sale dealers. 

13. Tho special rate imposed by the 
"Water Works Debenture and Rovouuo 
By-Law, 1877," and the "By-Law to 
authorise the raising of Twenty Thousand 
Dollars, 1878," shall continue to bo raised, 
levied and collected in addition to all 
rates and taxes imposed under tho By- 
Law, and shall be applied to the purposes 
specified in tho said By-Laws respectively. 

1-1. The annual tax authorised to bo 
assessed, levied and collected by the 
"Victoria Road Tax By-Law, 1877," as 
amended by the "Victoria Road Tax 
Amendment By-Law, 1877," and the 
"Road Tux Amendment By-Law, 1881," 
shall continue to be assessed, lovied and 
collected in addition to the rato and taxes 
imposed by this By-Law, and shall form 
part of the general Municipal Revenue 
aforesaid. 

15. For the purposes of this By-Law a 
retail trader shall bo held to mean every 
person carrying on any business or calling 
not otherwiso specially mentioned, within 
the City limits. 

10. This By-Law may bo cited as the 
"Victoria Revenue By-Law, 1881." 

All penalties and other moneys recov- 
orablo under sections -i and 5 of the 
"Pound By-Law Amendment By-Law, 
1880," shall be recoverable and enforced 
in the manner provided by tho "Munici- 
pality Act, 1881."

SCHEDULE " A " 

1. Each person who vends spirituous 
liquors by retail at any houso or place 
within tho city limits or vends fermented 
liquors by retail at any houso or place 
within the city limits (other than a res- 
taurant in respect of which ho holds a li- 
cense for the sale of boor or porter) for 
each such house or placo where such vend- 
ing is carried on, $100 for every six montlis. 

2. Each person not having a rotail li- 
cense as above and vending spirituous or 
fermented liquors by wholesalo, that is to 
say in quantities of not less than two gal- 
lons, at any houso or place within the city 
limits other than any houso or placo in 
respect of which he holds a liceiuc to sell 
such liquors by retail, for each house or 
place where such vending is carried on, 
$25 for every st'-E months. 

3. Each person who keeps a Restaurant 
and supplies beor or porter with meals at 
any restaurant or placo of entertainment 
and not otherwise for each such restaurant 
or place of entertainment whore such vend- 
ing is carried on, other than any restaur- 
ant or place of entertainment, in respect 
of which ho holds a licenso to sell spirit- 
uous and fermented liquors by retail, $SS 
for every six months. 

4. Each person keeping a Saloon or 
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building whero a Billard Table is used for 
biro or profit, $~> for each Table for every 
six months. 

5. Each person keeping or letting for 
hire a Bowling Alloy or Skittlo Ground or 
Rille Gallery within tho City limits, $5. 
for every six months. 

0. Every person keeping a Banco House 
$200 for every six months. 

7. Every person selling Opium, except 
Chemists and Druggists using tho same 
in preparation of prescriptions of medical 
practitioners, $25u for eeery six months. 

8. Each person carrying on tho busi- 
ness of a Wholesalo, or of a Wholosalo 
and Retail Merchant, or trade, $50 for every 
six mouths. 

9m Every Retail Trader within tho City 
Limits, $5 for every six months. 

The two last mentioned licenses to on- 
able the persou paying tho same to chango 
his placo of business at pleasuro, but not 
to carry on business at two places at tho 
same time under ono license. 

10. Every hawker or poddlor, not 
hawking or peddling fish, gamo or farm 
produce within tho City limits, $30 for 
every six months. 

11. Bach person carrying ou tho busi- 
ness of a Pawnbroker, £75 for every six 
montlis. 

12. Each person owning a pack train of 
more than six animals, freight waggon, 
stage coach or omnibus usod in transport- 
ing goods for profit or hire a distanco bo- 
yond ten miles from tho City of Victoria 
and not paying a merchant's or trador's 
license, $5 for every six months. 

13. Bach person owning a pack train of 
less than six animais, $3.50 for every six 
months. 

And for each dray, waggon or omnibus 
used in transporting goods or passongors 
for profit or hire within tho City of Vic- 
toria, and not paying a merchant's or trad- 
er's license, $3.50 for every six months. 

14. Every Livery Stable Keeper, i}10foi- 
every six months. 

15. Each person owning a dray, waggon 
or other vehicle plyingfor hire in the pub- 
lic streets of tho City of Victoria, tho sum 
of $3.5U for eacli such vehicle for every six 
montlis. 

10. Evorv Caltlu Drovor, $50 for even/ 
six months. 

17. Every poraon, firm or body corpor- 
ate carrying on tho businoas of a Bankor, 
and issuing Bank Notes at ono placo of 
business not exceeding 8400 for every 
year, and for each othor placo of business 
tiot exceeding 8100 for every yoar. 

18. Every person, company or body 
corporate carrying on on his own account 
the business of a Banker at one placo of 
business within the city limits not being 
a Bank of Issue for every year, and 
for each other place of business within the 
City Limits $100for every year. 

l'.l. Each person practising as a Barris- 
ter or Solicitor $l~.50for every six months. 

20. Each person (other than a Barrister 
or Solicitor who has taken out a liconse to 
practise as such) following tho occupation 
of a conveyancer or land agent or both, 
$1 3.50 for every six month*. 

21. Each Auctioneer (not being a Gov- 
ernment Officer selling by auction Govern- 
ment proporty, or SheriQ'or Sheriffs Officer 
or Bailiff selling lands, goods or chattols 
taken in execution, or for tho satisfaction 
of rent or taxes) in addition to any other 
license before mentioned §50 for every six 
months. 

22. Every Proprietor or Manager of any 
circus or public exhibition within tho City 
Limits tho sum of $1U for each exhibition. 

23. Every person (othor than a farmer 
selling produoo grown by him in this Pro- 
vince) engaged in peddling or hawking any 
fish, game, or farm produco, $10 for every 
six months. 

24. Every Club or the proprietors or 
Lessees of any Club, $300 for every twelvt 
months. 

For ono Billiard Table only (if any) 
kept in any club, $100 fur every twelve 
months. 

For every additional Billiard Table 
kept in the club S50 for every twelve 
months. Clubs shall mean an association 
as defined by the Municipality Act, 1881. 

Any club paying not less than the sum 
of 8200 for license for Billiard Tables kept 
in any club as aforesaid shall not bo re- 
quired to pay the Club Licenso of 8200, 
or, paying the License of £200 shall not 
bo chanted with a license for Billiard 
Tables. 

25. Each person who smokes opium $5 
for every six months. 

20. livery Manufactory within the City 
making or selling its own products $10 
per nun inn. 

27. Every Proprietor or Manager of 
any Theatre within the City Limits for a 
single entertainment $5, and for a weok 
$15, and for a month $30, and for 
Minor Exhibitions, for a single entertain- 
ment $3.50, and for a week $7.50, and 
for a month $15. 

28. Every Commercial Traveller, $10 
fur every six months. 

29. Every person caj-rying on any trading 
business or calling other than those men- 
tioned in this Schedule tho sum of $5 for 
every six mouths.
